“Happy Warrior’? Leaves New York on Most Luxurious

The British made it clear that they 
adhere to the Balfour declaration con- 
cerning no linking of debts with repara- 
tions, and a German i.uthority declared 
“Germany is by ao means willing to 
allow herself to be drawn into any 
movement for eventual cancellation of 
European debts to the United States.” 

From qualified circles it was learned 
that the negotiations probably will 
mean a study by the Europeay powers 
of the possibility of revision of the 
Dawes plan, the study of the possibil- 
‘ty of the commercialization of the 
reparation bonds, and the study of re- 
lations betwen reparation settlements 
and interallied debts. 


American Collaboration Favored, 


It seems to be the desire to have 
Americans collaborate in the last two 
matters. An eminent statesman said 
“of course the United States should be 
iuvited to collaborate in the reparation 
negotiations, but either with or without 
American collaboration the work 
should be steadily pushed forward.” 

Lord Cushendon told the press to- 
night that Great Britain could make 
no arrangements for liquidating British 
claims on Europe which would mean 
that Britain would get less from Eu- 
rope than she has to pay America. 

“We can not,” he said, “make a 
financial sacrifice even at the price of 
general agreement upon other matters, 
neither could Britain countenance any 
arrangements implying any appeal to 
America for remission of debts.” 

The British statesman added that the 
discussion must not even appear to ap- 
peal by implication to the possibility 
of generosity from America in any re- 
mission of Britain’s debts. He said 
that the British position is that she is 
able and determined to pay her debt in 
full, and does not desire to make any 
arrangements with European nations 
which would in any way depend upon 
any consideration from America. 


Three Points of Agreement. 


An official communique issued after 
adjournment enumerated three points 
of agreement. 

The first was the opening of official 
negotiations relative to the request by 
the German chancellor in regard to 
early evacuation of the Rhineland. 

The second was the necessity for 
complete and definite settlement of the 
reparations problem and on the con- 
stitution for this purpose of a com- 
mittee of experts to be nominated by 
the six powers. 

The third was the acceptance in 
principle of the constitution of a com- 
mission of verification and conciliation, 
the composition, operation, object and 
duration of which will form the sub- 
ject of negotiations between the gov- 
ernments concerned.

PEANUT POSSIBILITIES. 

Some truths in a nut shell are important be- 
cause they bear upon the substance of the nut 
itself. Peanuts have very little in their career 
which has not been exploited but the full 
merit which the familiar ground-nut possesses 
has not before been made known in such con- 
vincing manner as is the case now, by a nu- 
trition expert of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. What nobler meed of praise could be 
bestowed upon the lowly tuber than to have it 
said that peanut proteins rank among the 
highest in nutritive quality? It is one thing 
to say this in so many words; it is another 
thing to set it forth in cogent analysis. 


This being done by the expert, the peanut 


is shown to possess two of the proteins that 
are most prolific in the production of the 
eighteen or twenty amino acids, which digest- 
ed proteins should yield. The possession of 
several of these is essential to normal growth. 
As the peanut yields a number of them, it 
takes high rank in food rating. 

Moreover, every part of the peanut is highly 
valuable for use. The kernels provide food; 
the vines make a hay that is of even greater 
fogage value than alfalfa or clover; and the 
peanut oil yield compares favorably with that 
of olive oil. The peanut. grower is lifted by 
the investigations of science from the lowly 
plane he once occupied to that of the promoter 
of basic industries.

TUBERCULOSIS IMMUNITY? 

A distinct advance in the fight against 
tuberculosis appears in the research report of 
Prof. Anderson, a chemistry expert of Yale 
University. The modesty with which the dis 
covery now made public has been set forth 
by its author tends to strengthen the hope that 
he has found a process for making humans 
immune to tuberculosis. Prot. Anderson has 
prepared from living tubercle bacilli a series 
of fatty acids new to chemistry. The intro- 
duction of these into the bodies of rabbits has 
resulted in the formation of the characteristic 
tubercles which exist wherever tuberculosis is 
found. The treated rabbits, however, do not 
evidence any other symptoms of the disease. 

Here, for the first time, by a purely chemical 
process, the nodules of tuberculosis have been 
formed, without the subject passing through 
the effects of the disease. Hitherto, the only 
way such symptoms could be developed was by 
actual inoculation of the subject with the 
living bacillus of the disease. If this subject 
is followed up and leads to the preparation 
of an offset to the disease, then immunity in 
whole or in part or for a given period of time 
may be within reach of the medical profession, 
Prof, Anderson is a pure scientist, rather than 
a medical man, and his discovery lies in the 
direction of chemical effects. It may be that 
experts in the field of bacteriology may see 
some aspects of the matter to diminisn its 
present hopefulness for medical use, But here 
at least is the door ajar for preventive treat- 
ment which, if it shall actually provide tuber- 
cular immunity for human beings, will prove 
to be one of the greatest boons that science 
has ever bestowed upon mankind. The orig- 
inator of the process of securing tubercle ef- 
fects through purely chemical agencies 
appears to make no advance claims, and his 
reticence will induce caution until after the 
medical world has passed mature judgment 
upon the usefulness of the discovery.

MISSIONS GIVEN LEGACIES 


That the deficit of about $1,500,000 
reported at the general convention of 
the Episcopal Church in New Orleans 
in 1925 will be completely wiped out 
when the forty-ninth general conven- 
tion of-that church meets In Wash- 
ington October 10-27, was predicted by 
Lewis B. Franklin, vice president and 
treasurer of the national council of 
that communion, in a statement issued 


last night. 

In the intervening three years between 
the convention of 1925 and that of 
1928 the progress in wiping out this 
deficit is described by Mr. Franklin as 
“one of the most successful campaigns 
Ever undertaken by the church.” 

“The success which has been 
achieved,” he declares, “is due almost 
wholly to the energetic leadership of 
the bishop and other leaders. 

“Except for the efforts of the pre- 
siding bishop and the treasurer to keep 
the dioceses advised of the progress of 
the movement to wipe out the deficit, 
the national council has done nothing. 
No organization has been created and 
practically no money has been spent. 
The only impelling force has been the 
assumption by the dioceses of the re- 
sponsibility and a real determination 
to meet that responsibility.”

BUS’ FOR RAIDERS 


Sergt. Letterman Has Not 
Lost Single Case Since He 
Adopted System. 


HONEST STOOL-PIGEONS 
FOUND TO BE RARITY 


Despite Precautions, Crooks’ 
Perjury Spoils Much Work; 
Hesse Taboo Obeyed.

The use of “rookie” 
Place of professional informers. or 
“stool pigeons,” to make liquor “buys” 
ts being tried successfully by the vice 
Squad of the Police Department in 
charge of Sergt. Oscar J. Letterman, the 
sergeant reluctantly admitted 
night. 

With Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, chief of 
police, having placed his officia] taboo 
on the use of “stool pigeons” with 
shady records, members of the fourteen 


precinct liquor squads last night were 
seriously contemplating following the 
lead of Sergt. Letterman. 

Maj. Hesse issued his ultimatum for- 
bidding members of his force from 
using persons with “shady records” in 
the making of liquor “buys” following 
the placing of perjury charges against 
Marion Lee, who turned police informer 
following his arrest recently on -a 
charge of grand larceny

last 


Letterman’s Good Record. 


Since Sergt. Letterman’s squad began 
using “rookie” policeman to make liq- 
uor “buys” not a single one of 
Many liquor cases made by the vice 
aguad has been thrown out of court 
because of “false buys,” the sergeant 
pointed out. 

Sergt. Letterman said the use of new 
members of the force makes it unneces- 
sary for him to check on their records, 
as in the case itn the employment of 
professional informers. The “rookie 
cops” are used until they become known 
in the haunts of local bootleggers 

Sergt. Letterman pointed out the 
great degree of caution necessary in 
the use of “stool pigeons.” Every day a 
long line of men beseiges the head- 
quarters of the various liquor squads, 
eeeking employment. 

The very nature of the work of a 
stool pigeon makes it necessary for mem- 
bers of the liquor squads to check 
thoroughly on their past performances. 
If a man can’t account for his where- 
abouts for a long period preceding his 
visit to the offices of the vice squad, 
Sergt. Letterman said the men are not 
hired. A police informer is paid usually 
$2.50 for each case he makes 


Another Class Makes Trouble. 
There is another class of persons who 
@ause considerable trouble to members 
of the vice squad, the sergeant ex- 
plained. And they are the persons who, 


usually for personal motives, endeavor | 


to “turn in” a bootlegger. 

Whenever Sergt. Letverman 
a man eager to tip off the activities of 
a bootlegger, the informer is put 
through a severe examination in an 
effort to discover his motives, the ser- 
geant said. | 

Members of the various. precinct 
vice squads have experienced the great- 
est trouble with “stool pigeons.” It Is 
almost impossible to get a reliable, 
self-respecting citizen to turn “stool 
pigeon,” they point out. Whenever an 
informer is sent out to make a buy, 
the usual procedure used in determin- 
ing the legitimacy of the “buy’ is as 
follows: 

The informer is given enough money 
to make the purchase, usually a pint. 
A member of the liquor squad accom- 
panies him in an automobile to the 
place in which liquor is suspected of 
being sold. The “stool pigeon” 1s 
searched to see that he has no whisky 
on him and then is watched from a 
distance until he disappears in the 
place under suspicion. Unless the in- 
former appears from the house in a 
few minutes, the liquor squad mem- 
bers become suspicious and another 
informer is used. 

Despite these precautions, some in- 
formers are now serving jail sentences 
following conviction on perjury charges.

“Thus, contributors 
faiths could continue the gifts to 
agencies of that faith by designating 
those agencies on their pledge cards 
when they subscribed to the Commun- 
ity Chest. Moreover, the Catholic 
Charities Association, as a_ federation 
of Catholic societies, or the Federation 
of Jewish societies, if one is formed 
as a result of a study which is now 
being made, could, if they and their 
member agencies desired, study the 
budgets of their member organizations 
and submit these budgets, with their 
recommendations, to the Community 
Chest budget committee, for its de- 
tailed consideration. 


Can Select Listing Method. 


These agencies could be listed ‘either 
as groups or in their normal] alpha- 
betical order, as they desired, on the 
Community Chest pledge blank.” 

“The only qualification for Commun- 
ity Chest membership,” Mr. Aspinwall 
concluded, “should be the quality of 
the service rendered by the agency 
and the reality of the need of the 
community which the agency professes 
to meet. The organization committee 
hopes that all organizations which 
reasonably well meet these qualifica- 
tions, regardless of race or creed, will 
apply for membership and thereby help 
to make this a real Community Chest.”

tory laws and bringing them 
the covers of one book is now nearing 
an end. The two men who are doing 
the work—Edwin A. Mooers and Robert 
Boyd—expect to complete the task by 
January 1. 

At the short session Congress will be 
asked to approve the Mooers-Boyd code 
and order it printed. After a reason- 
able period, it is proposed to have a 
commission of lawyers go over this, 
weed out all the dead and “fool” laws 
and ask Congress to adopt what re- 
mains as the complete and definite 
code for the District. 

“If the Mooers- Boyd compilation 
were approved at the short session,” 
Corporation Counsel Bride said yester- 
day, “we would know where we stand. 
Also we would, so to speak, know where 
we were going.” 


Would Save Labor. 


A real code of laws, Mr. Bride said, 
would save him and his assistants a 
tremendous amount of time and labor 
Under present conditions, he said, it is 
sometimes necessary to wade through 
scores of law books in search of some 
cld statute. Some of the ola British 
laws still in force here, which have 
come down from  pre-Revolutionary 
days, are printed in Latin. 

In addition to urging action on the 
Mooers-Boyd code, Mr. Bride is going 
to ask Congress to vake final action on 
the bill to authorize the Commissioners 
to settle claims against the District out 
of court. This bill, he said, would save 
the District thousands of dollars every 
year. It passed both the House and 
Senate at the last session, but in dif- 
ferent form.

The last vestige of chivalry which 
a machine age has left in war has been 
seized upon and turned into a mighty 
epic of the screen in “Wings,” which 
opened at the National last night. The 
story, by John Monk Saunders, deals 
with the mad, desperate liife of the 
World War airmen whose duels on the 
high fields of heaven carry the tmagi- 
nation back to the days when knight- 
hood flourished, when war was an in- 
dividual affair rather than a con- 
test between factories and laboratories 
It 1s a production that is well-nigh 
perfect artistically and a marvelous 
illustration of the development of 
photographic science. 

There is, to be sure, a love story 
running through it all. Love stories 
usually spoil war pictures, being, for 
the most part, mere sops to the sob 
sisters and devices for making war seem 
glorious and purposeful rather than, 
as they are, merely sordid and stupid. 
But in this case the love theme does 
not seem out of place. One can con- 
ceive of romance in the wars of 
chivalry. Moreover, the producers of 
“Wings” have made the romantic ele- 
ment secondary and what there is of 
it is most skillfully handled. 

Probably it is because the World War 
is now far enough in the past for sober 
and impartial Judgment to receive a 
hearing that this work seems to ring 
true. It is not the mine run of tub- 
thumping pseudopatriotic balderdash 
which the movie audiences have become 
accustomed to expect when a war pic- 
ture is advertised. 

It is not built i..pon the theory that 
every soldier in any of the allied armies 
was a saint waiting for his halo to be 
polished, and that every German or 
Austrian was a combination of all the 
powers of darkness, Aside from a faint 
aroma of bombast in some few sub- 
titles “Wings” has nothing to delight 
thy heart of the professional jingoist. 
It is a drama of human emotions, of 
hate and love and of their working out 
on the stage of life. 

The leading roles are handled by 
Clara Bow, Charles Rogers and Richard 
Arlen, and they are handled exquisitely. 
The supporting cast is up to the stand- 
ar.t set by the principals. To discuss 
the plot would be to spoil the enjoy- 
ment of those who may heed the earn- 
est exhortation of this reviewer to see 
the show by all means. And, to judge 
by the crowd which on hand last night, 
it would be well to make reservations 
early.

Temporary Structures Ready. 


In addition, a number of temporary 
portable structures will again be called 
into play by the District school authort- 
ties in an effort to care for the horde 
of youngsters. 

These portable structures, said ASs- 
sistant Superintendent of Schools Robe 
ert L. Haycock yesterday, are the de- 
scendants of the old rented quarters 
which served the same purpose in the 
early days of Washington public 
schools. 

It was in 1872, under the adminis- 
tration of J. Ormond Wilson, that the 
first genuine public school system was 
installed here

Yet it is as unsatisfying compared to 
“The Patent Leather Kid,” his last war 
film, as it is superior to the ordinary 
run of motion pictures. 

With all the elements of a long-to- 
be-remembered play, the reason for its 
failure to grip as it ought to grip is an 
illusive one.

The result 
is not so much a glorification of their 
love as a sense of disappointment in 
the lovers which is not entirely dissi- 
pated by all their subsequent sacrifice 
and suffering.
